Hundrods of Men, Women and 
Children Shot by Troops. 


REVOLT RAPIDLY SPREADING 


S t 
î?etersburg, Jan. 24.—A report 
has gained currency that the strikers 
Intend to storm the market on Vas- 
sill Ostroff and seize the provisions 
there. 


At Kolpino, 12 miles up the river, a 
body of workmen» who ha;d started for 
St. Petersburg to join the strikers, 
were stopped and fii'ed ujwn by sol- 
diers. Accounts as to the number killed 
or woimded conflict. 


The most stiirtling feature in the 
situation is the news that several fac- 
tories in Moscow have closed, 
and 


that 
workmen in the 
old capital of 
Russia are repeating the tactics of 
thoir fellow workmen of the new capi- 
tal, marching from shop to shop aud 
mill to mill, demanding that the es- 
tablishments be shut down. The whole 
city Is reported^ to be in a state of 
great excitement over the news of the 
bloodshed here, which has precipitated 
immediately the striJie that had been 
planned for tomorrow; Moscow 
has 
more woi'kmcn aud loss troops than 
St. Petersburg, and besides is just 
now the heart of the liberal movement, 
and the danger of 
bloodier 
occur- 
rences there thaJi have been witnessed 
here are proportionately greater. 
A 
rising at Moscow is also more likely 
to have greater results 
industrially 
aud politically than that in St. Pe- 
tersL hrg. 


Tti0 deputy profect oi Moscov%' has 
issued a proclan^ation 
warning tho 
public, in view of the strike, to avoid 
assemblages and processiona; 
other- 
wise the same severe measures will 
be adopted as at St. Petersburg. 


According to private 
reports, the 
workmen in several other big cities, 
notably Kharkolï. where large locomo- 
tive works are located, already have 
completed plans for a general suspen- 
sion of work. Moreover, reports ai'o 
current that tho v/orkmen, who other- 
wise would soon be forced back into 
the shops or starve, have received as- 
surances of financial support from the 
sources which hitherto have furnished 
the sinews of war to the liberal and 
revolutionary agitation, but have not 
before been in touch with the labor 
movement If the strike becomes gen- 
eral all over Russia, and especially if 
the railroads are drawn in, it might 
Immediately force the nation to make 
pcace with Japan. 


Situation 
Crave. 


The situation 
appears grave from 
eveçy standpoint; but the authorities, 
although apparently somewhat bewil- 
dered, declare their purpose to stand 
firm, maintaining that it is their first 
duty to preserve order, scouting the 
Idea of actual revolution. What, if any,

Troops Shoot Down Defenselecs Pco-

St, Petersburg. Jan. 
—Yesterdiy 
was a day o h unspeakable horror In 
St. Petersburg. -The strikers, goade:! 
to desperation by a day of violence, 
fury and bloodshed, ai'3 in a state of 
open Insurrection against the govern- 
jnent. A condition aJmost bordciing on 
civil war exists in the tQrror-istricke/i 
U^i^lnn 
cjipital. 
'ilni viry in undo? 


and at tho wintei* palace vai-y. 
The 
best estimate is 500, although there are 
exaggerated iigurcs placing the num- 
ber OS high aa 5000. Many men v/ore 
accompanied by their wives and cnil- 
dren, aaid in the confusion, which left 
no time for discrimination, the latter 
shai'ed thft fate of the men. The troops, 
with the exception of a single regi- 
ment, v/hich is reported to have thrown 
down its arms, remained loyal aixd 
obeyed orders. 
But the blood which 
crimsoned the snow has 
fired 
the 
brains atid passions of the 
strikers 
and turned women as well as men into 
wild beasts, and the cry of the infuri- 
ated populace is for vengeance. 


The sympathy of the middle clashes 
id witii the v.orkmen. 


If Fathr?r Gopon, the master mind 
of the moveinont, aimed at opon rt^vo- 
lution, he managed the afL'air liko a 
genius to broak the faith of the people 
in "tLe Little Father." v/fio they v/ere 
convinced nnd whom 
Father 
Gopon 
had tiiught to believe would right thoir 
v/rongs and redress tJieir grievancGs: 
Gorky, the Russian novelist, expre.s6es 
the opinion that yesterday's work will 
break this faith of the people in tho 
emperor. 
He said: 


"Yesterday inaugurated a revolution 
in Russia. The emperor's prestir;e wiil 
be irrevocably shattered by tho shod- 
ding of innocent blood. He has alien- 
ated himself forever from his people. 
Gopon taught the workmen to believe 
that an appeal dircct to the 
'Little 
Father" would be heeded. Thoy have 
been undeceived. Gopon is, now con- 
vinced that peaceful means havo failed 
and that the only remedy is force. The 
first 
blood has been shed, but more 
will 
follow. 
It is now the 
people 
against the oppressors, and the bat,tlo 
will be fought to the bitter end." 


Every ofiicer wearing the uniform of 
the emperor who was found alone was 
mobbed. A general was killed on the 
Nicholas bridge, and a dozen ufilcers 
were seized, stripped of their epaulets 
and deprived of their swords. 


Tho most harrowing sceno.^ ocfurred 
around the palace square, back of tho 
winter palace. The strikers ujanned 
and held a small edifice at the corner 
of the gardens and poured out con- 
sUint objurgations and reproaches at 
the troops. 
It was in vain that o n - 
cers requested them to disp*:rso, 


Kvery time the troops moved 
the 
crowds hissed them. 
Strikers 
also 
gathered at the enti'ance to the Grand 
Morskaia and of the avenue leading 
to tho Moika Canal, The crowd at tne 
latter place swelled to Iiuge propor- 
tions, blocking the bridge across the 
canal. The order came to clear thom 
off. The troops drew their swoj-ds and 
advanced at a quick 
trot, and 
then 
broke into a gallop, heading straight 
for the Moika, where they were lost 
in a cloud of snov/. Shrieks from the 
wounded 
resounded. 
Then came a 
deadly silence, broken only by tho gal- 
loping of ambulance horses. 


Troops Fire Into Crowd, 


The next 2U minutes passed without 
Incident. 
Nothing 
Indicated the ap- 
proach of the horriblG butchery whirh 
was destined to stain the corner of 
the Admiralty Gardens 
with 
human 
blood. Tho crowd there persisted in 
refusing to move on, cjampring for tho 
emperor, and continually liurJlng abuse 
at the troops, but attempted no vio- 
lence, Two companies of the Proeora-

resumed iis calm aspect, the troops 
returning to their stations. 


It was now the turn for th6 crowd 
stationed at the Morskaia entrance to 
the square, where tho Horse Guards 
ropoatod the exploit with MMiidi they 
had cleared tho Moika, and drove the 
people pell-moll down the thorough- 
fare. Men and women, infuriated to 
frenzy by tho 
loes of 
loved 
ones, 
cursed tho ^3oldlers while they retreat- 
ed. Men harangued fhe crowds, telling 
them that tho emperor had foiled them 
and that tho time had come to act. 
Men began to build barricades in tho 
Nevsky Prospect and at other points. 
Using any material that came to hand, 
and even 
chopping down 
telegraph 
poles. 


Fighting 
meantime 
continued 
at 
various places, soldiers volleying and 
charging the mob. The whole city was 
in a slate of panic. Women were run- 
ning through the streets seeking loet 
mernbers of their families. Several of 
the barricades 
were caiTled by the 
troops. 


Scene Resembled a Shambles. 


At the Putiloff works the scenes re- 
sembled a shambles. There the work- 
men facing the troops when tho order 
was given to fire threw 
themselves 
upon their faces on the ground. 
Tho 
troops fired on them as they lay pros- 
trate. 


Then the troopers moved off and 
disappeared 
down 
the 
street, 
the 
crowds 
shrieking ''murderous dogs," 
but quickly vanishing before thom. A 
few v/ho were wounded were pickod 
up and conveyed to a drug store on tho 
opposite corner of the Grand Morskaia 
and the Nevsky Prospect. No troops 
were visible fcr as much as half an 
hour. A crowd quickly formed outside 
the drug 
store, and an orator 
was 
found for the occasion. Standing on 
the steps of the drug store, he ad- 
dressed the impromptu meeting tnu«: 


"Comrades—We came humbly 
and 
ppacefully to meet the emperor and lay 
our grievances before him. but tiie em- 
peror refuses to see us. and instead 
soldiers v/cre .sent to shoot us down. 
Then all I can say is ho is no em- 
peror." 


''Down with'the emperor," shouted 
the crowd. 


"We hoiie for redress, but hope is no 
longer poi-:sible; we can win our rights 
only by 
fighting." 


"Down with the autocracy," yeücd 
the crowd. 


"Our only chance of redress is from 
representatives of tho people." 


"Long live tho constitutional aBS9m- 
bly."

S t Petersburg. Jan. 24.—A report 
has gained currency that the strikers 
Intend to storm the market on Vas- 
sfll Ostroff and seize the provisions 
there. 
At Kolpiiio, 12 miles up the river, a 
body of workmen» who had started for 
St. Petersburg to join the strikers, 
were stopped and fii'ed upon by sol­ 
diers. Accounts as to the number killed 
or v/ounded conflict 
The most stiirtling feature in the 
»ituation is the news that several fac­ 
tories in Moscow have closed, and 


that workmen in the old capital of 
Russia are repeating the tactics of 
Ihoir fellow workmen of the new capi­ 
tal, marching from shop to shop and 
mill to mill, demanding that the es­ 
tablishments be shut down. The whole 
city Is reported^ to be in a state of 
great excitement over the new’s of the 
bloodshed here, which has precipitated 
immediately the strilce that had been 
planned for tomorrow; Moscow has 
more workmen and less troops than 
S t Petersburg, and besides is just 
now the heart of the liberal movement, 
and the danger of 
bloodier 
occur­ 
rences there thaJi have been witnessed 
here are proportionately greater. 
A 
rising at Moscow is also more likely 
to have greater results 
industrially 
and politically than that in S t Pe­ 
tersburg. 
The deputy profcct of Moscov>^ has 
issued a proclaniation 
warning the 
public, in view of tl;e strike, to avoid 
assemblages and processions; other­ 
wise the same severe measures will 
be adopted as at St. Petersburg. 
According to private 
reports, the 
workmen in several other big cities, 
notably Kharkoff, where large locomo­ 
tive works are located, already have 
completed plans for a general suspen­ 
sion of work. Moreover# reports ai'o 
current that tho v;orkmeh, who other­ 
wise would soon be forced back into 
the shops or starve, have received as­ 
surances of financial support from the 
sources which hitherto have furnished 
the sinews of war to the liberal and 
revolutionary agitation, but have not 
before been in touch with the labor 
movement If the strike becomes gen­ 
eral all over Russia, and especially if 
the railroads are drawn in, it might 
Immediately force the nation to make 
peace with Japan. 
Situation Crave. 
The situation 
appears grave from 
eveijy standpoint; but the authorities, 
although apparently somewhat bewil­ 
dered, declare their purpose to stand 
firm, maintaining that it is their first 
duty to preserve order, scouting the 
idea of actual revolution. What, if any, 
steps have been taken to meet tho 
general situation, however, has not 
been disclosed; 
but 
there are ex­ 
tremely significant reports that Em ­ 
peror Nicholas, in making the decision 
at the extraordinary meeting of the 
council of the empire at Toarko Selo 
to declare S t Petersburg in a state of 
siege, announced that he had re.solved 
to issue a manifes^to to the people, 
with a view to calming them, promis­ 
ing to create a mixed commission of 
workmen and oincials to investigate 
and decide the questions of the de­ 
mands of the strikers, especially the 
one affecting hours of labor, which 
Russian law fixes at 11. The represen­ 
tatives of the workmen, according to 
this report, are not to be apixjinted, 
but 
selected by the 
laboring 
men 
them.selves. This would be the first 
concession to the representative prm- 
clple. 
According to reports, the emperor 
will also promise to investigate Sun­ 
day's events in S t Petersburg.

Troops are 
bivouacking: in the otroots and at vari- 
eus places on the Nevsky Prospect the 
Main tuorouKhfare of the city. On the 
¡rland of Vassili Ostrov and In the in- 
iluslrinl sccfJons infuriated men bavé 
thrown up barricades, which they are 
holdins'*. Tho empress dowagor has has­ 
tily sought 
safety â \î Tsarkoo Selo, 
\vhere Emperor Nicholas II. is living. 
Minister of the Interior Sviatopolk** 
JMirsgy presented to his majesty the in­ 
vitation of the workmen to appear at 
the winter palace and ixiceive their pe­ 
tition* but the emperor’s advisers aP 
ready bad lakon a decision to show a 
firm and tosohUe front, and the em­ 
peror’s answer to 100.000 Workmen try­ 
ing to make their way to the palaca 
sq)iare was a solid array of troops, 
who met them with rifle, bayonet and 
sabre. The priest Gopon, the leader 
and idol of the men, in his golden vest­ 
ments, holding 
aloft 
tbe ctoss and 
marching a.t the head of thousands «of 
workmen 
through the Narva Gate, 
mirafîulously escaped a volley which 
laid low half a hundred pprsons. 
Elstimates of Dead and injured. 
The figures of tho total number of 
killed or wounded here, at the Moscow 
gate, at various bridpjes and islands 
and at tho winter palace vai-y. 
The 
best estimate is 500, although there are 
exaggerated figures placing the num­ 
ber as high o,a 5000. Many men v/cre 
accompanied by their wives and cnil- 
dren» aoad in the confusion, which left 
no time for discrimination, the latter 
shared the fate of the men. The troops, 
with the exception of a single rx3gi- 
ment, v/hich is reported to have thrown 
down its arms, remained loyal and 
obeyed orders. 
But the blood which 
crimsoned the snow has 
fired 
the 
brains and passions 6f the strikers 
and turned women as well as men into 
wild beasts, and the cry of the infuri­ 
ated populace is for vengeance. 
The sympathy of the middle classes 
iâ with the workmen. 
If Father Gopon, the master mind 
of the movement, aimed at open revo­ 
lution, he managed the afYair like a 
genius to break the faith of the peopie 
in 
Little Father,’* viSko they v/ere 
convinced find whom 
F,atlicr 
Gopon 
had t,aught to believe w'ould right their 
v/rongs and redress tJioir grievances: 
Gorky, the Russian novelist, expresses 
the opinion that yesterday’s w'ork w ill 
break this faith of the people in tho 
emperor. 
He said : 
‘‘Yesterday inaugurated a revolution 
in Russia. The emperor’s presti:;e will 
be irrevocably shattered by the shed­ 
ding of innocent blood. He has alien­ 
ated himself forever from his people. 
Gopon taught the workmen to believe 
that an appeal direct to the ‘Little 
Father” would be heeded. They have 
been undeceived. Gopon is, now con­ 
vinced that peaceful means have failed 
and that the only remedy is force. Tho 
first blood has been shed, but more 
will 
follow. 
It is now the 
peopie 
against the oppressors, and the battle 
will bo fought to the bitter end.” 
Every officer wearing the uniform of 
the emperor who was found alone was 
mobbed. A general was killed on tho 
Nicholas bridge, and a dozen uiDcers 
were seized, stripped of their epaulets 
and deprived of their swords. 
The most harrowing scenes occurred 
around the palace square, back of tho 
winter palace. The strikers ujanned 
and held a small edifice at the corner 
of the gardens and poured out con- 
stiint objurgations and reproaches at 
the troops. 
It was in vain that oO- 
cers requested them to dispfirse. 
Every time the troops moved the 
crowds hissed them. 
Strikers 
also 
gathered at the enti'ance to the Grand 
Morskaia and of the avenue leading 
to tho Moika Canal. The crowd at tne 
latter place swelled to huge propor­ 
tions, blocking the bridge across the 
canal. The order came to clear them 
off. The troops drew their swords and 
advanced at a quick 
trot and 
then 
broke into a gallop, heading straight 
for the Moika, where they were lost 
in a cloud of snov/. Shrieks from the 
wounded 
resounded. 
Then came a 
deadly silence, broken only by the gal­ 
loping of ambulance horses. 


Troops Fire Into Crowd, 
The next 2U minutes passed without 
Incident 
Nothing 
Indicated the ap­ 
proach of the horrible butchery whirh 
w^as destined to stain the corner of 
the Admiralty Gardens 
with human 
blood. The crowd thero per^isitid in 
refusing to move on, clampring for tho 
emperor, and continually hurling abuse 
at the troops, but attempted no vio­ 
lence.

Womert and Children Among Dead. 
Thn Assooiated Press correspondent, 
standing behind the troops, saw man­ 
gled corpses of peasants of all ages 


i?r;d boUi sexes strewing the ground. 
Onr boy of 13 had his skull pierccd: 
and rent by bullets. 
Great splashes 
and streams of blood stainoTfl the snow. 
Only a frrw of the victims remained 
alive, for the fatal volley was fired at 
a distance of not more than 20 paces, 
and so the ambulances had little work 
to do. 
The police recruited a large 
aumber of droshkys (sleighs) to carry 
oG! the dead. 
Heartrending 
scones 
were witnessed as wives, husbands and 
Diothors came up to claim their dear 
ones and wore carried off with them in 
the sleighs. 
Meanwhile 
the crowd had drifted 
up the Nevsky Prospect, yelling **Mur- 
j liorers! Alurderers!” and the square 
resumed its calm aspect, the troops 
returning to their stations. 
It was now the turn for th6 crowd 
stationed at the Morskaia entrance to 
the square, whore the Horse Guards 
repeated the exploit with whirli they 
had cleared tho Moika^ and drove the 
people pell-mell down the thorough­ 
fare. Men and women, infuriated to 
frenzy by the 
loss of 
loved 
ones, 
cursed the soldiers while they retreat­ 
ed. Men harangued tl\e crowds, telling 
them that tho emperor had foiled them 
and that tho time had come to act. 
Men began to build barricades Jn the 
Nevsky Prospect and at other points, 
using any material that came to hand, 
and even 
chopping down telegraph 
poles. 
Fighting 
meantime 
continued 
at 
viirious places, soldiers volleying and 
charging the mob. The whole city was 
in a state of panic. Women were run­ 
ning through the streets seeking lo?t 
members of thetr families. Several of 
the barricades 
were caiTled by the 
troops. 
Scene Resembled a Shambles. 
At the Putiloff works the scenes re­ 
sembled a shambles. There the work­ 
men facing the troops when the order 
was given to fire threw 
themselves 
upon their faces on the ground. 
Tho 
troops fired on them as they lay pros­ 
trate. 
Then the troopers moved off and 
disappeared 
down 
the 
street 
tho 
crowds 
shrieking ‘‘murderous dogs,” 
but quickly vanishing before them. A 
few v/ho were wounded were picked 
up and conveyed to a drug store on tho 
opposite corner of the Grand Morskaia 
and the Nevsky Prospect No troops 
were visible fcr as much as half an 
hour. A crowd quickly formed outside 
the drug 
store, and an orator 
was 
found for the occasion. Standing on 
the steps of the drug store, he ad­ 
dressed the Impromptu meeting tnius: 
“ Comrades—We came humbly and 
peacefully to meet the emperor and lay 
our grievances before him, but tiie em­ 
peror refuses to see us. and instead 
soldiers Vv^ere .sent to shoot us down. 
Then all I can say is ho is no em­ 
peror.” 
“ Down with ‘the emperor,” shouted 
the crowd. 
“ We hoiie for redress, but hope is no 
longer p05-:slb]e; we can win our rights 
only by fighting.” 
‘‘Down with the autocracy,” yelled 
the crowd. 
“ Our only chance of redress is from 
representatives of the people.” 
“ Long live tho constitutional ass9m- 
bly.'*

“ Then all I have to say is to arms, 
comrades, to arms.^' 
“ To arms,” was the thunderous re­ 
sponse. 
At a big meeting last night the fol- 
loVi^ing message from M. Gorky, the 
novelist wai5 read; 
“ Deloved Associates—^We have no 
emppror.

We started for McLean's ranch early 
the following morning, and after an 
all-day drive over the old Battleford 
trail, -where one could still see the deep 
ruts made by the guns and ammuni- 
tion wagons that went this way in the 
Kiel rebellion of 18S5, I at last reached 
iny destination, and began to under- 
stand why a hundred miles is thought 
tiothlng of in this land of extravagant 
distances. 


The following morning we got up 
ahead of the sun, put guns and animu- 


ingly plentiful throughout the Sas- 
katchewan Valley, 
As in the East, 
tho former is shy, and must bo ap- 
proached with caution, while tho teal 
is a comparatively easy proposition 
The Crees spend a good part of their 
time in hunting wild duck and prairie 
chicken. 
Thoy support themselves to 
a largo extent in this way, and manage 
to sell or barter what they cannot use 
themselves. 
The very day that I ar- 
rived at tho ranch a couple of disrep- 
utable Crees shambled up to tho kitch- 
en door, otTering a couple of brace of 
mallard for half a pound of tea—oí 
which they are passionately fond. 


WILD DUCK PLENTIFUL. 


A week's shooting around this ranch 
on the Battleford trail convinced me 
that the Saskatchewan Valley could 
more than hold its own-wlth the best 
sporting districts in the East. 
Wild 
duck and prairie chicken are but two 
items in a varied program of sport 
which may be followed throughout all 
the summer months. The creeks that 
run everywhere through the coulees, 
emptying into the North Saskatche- 
Avan, furnish an abundance of part- 
ridge, wdiich take refuge in the small 
timber growing along the banks of the 
streams. 


Toward the middle of October, when 
the fields have bGen cleared of wheat, 
oats and hay, I am told tha't one can 
count on splendid sport w^ith the flocks 
of wild geese that settle in the stubble. 
Business engagements compelling my 
return before tho wild-goose season, I 
cannot speak from personal experi 
ence, though not a day passed but we 
saw flocks swinging past, far over 
head, in that curious wedge formation 
which 
nature lias taught them 
to 
adopt, and even far into the night one 
could hear their discordant cries. 


I also saw many flocks of what are 
called wild turkeys in this country, but 
which seemed to be a species of crane. 
They are said to be fair eating when 
properly prepared, but as this involves 
parboiling, one is not encouraged to 
try them, especially when such an 
abundance of better game is available. 
From the sportsman's standpoint, how- 
ever, ihey are well worth considering, 
if only because they are extremely shy 
and "wary, and one must not be merely 
a good, but a patient, shot to bring 
them down. 


Later in the year one can count on 
securing plenty of deer back among 
the higher hills, and, for those who 
care for that kind of sport, an occa- 
sional bear. 
Rabbits and other small 
fry are abundant everywhere, while 
over beyond Battleford, in what is 
known as the Jackfish country, the 
hunter can shoot antelope to his heart's 
content. 
Altogether, this Saskatche- 
wan Valley offers many Inducements

The Dead Sea Is the most mysterious 
body of water on the globe, and the 
region around it is physically the most 
remarkable In the world.

If I 
gave the matter any serious thought, 
it was merely to conclude that the 
ranch was probably as much as live 
or six miles from Saskatoon; perhaps 
even ten. • I kneAV, at any rate, that a 
stage ran from Saskatoon to Battle- 
ford, which could drop me at the 
ranch. 
When, therefore, I reached 
Saskatoon, my first Inquiry was for 
the stage. The stage, it appeared, had 
gone out early in the morning, and 
there would not be another for two 
days. “Oh,” said I, “I suppose I -will 
have to liire a man to drive me out.

timber growing along the banks of tiie 
streams. 
Toward the middle of October, when 
the fields have bOen cleared of wheat, 
oats and hay, I am told tha't one can 
count on splendid sport ■n’lth the flocks 
of avIIcT geese that settle in the stubble.

FARM WORK BY 
ELECTRICITY; 


Moacrn AppHnnc©« For V»o In AktIcuI- 
luro •^VllU Kloctrlc I'ower, 


Electricity has at last been applied 
successfully to agriculture. 
Already, 
on farms in southern France, horses 
are ropl ^od by motors. 
The farmers 
of the provnice of Aisne have discard- 
ed their horses aud are threshing their 
grain, 
gi-inding 
their 
Hour, 
cutting 
roots nnd pumping water by electric- 
ity. 
The owners of large farms have 
their own motors. 
The smaller pro- 
prietors club together to buy a motor, 
which is moved from farm to farm as 
each farmer needs it. 


The power to run the motors is ap- 
plied irom a central station, over high- 
tension lines, to sixteen sub-stations, 
which distribute it at the proper pres- 
sure to the adjacent farms. 


Other experiments have been made 
in Germany,

his share of the cost of a motor, which 
he may use when he wishes, than to 
keep a horse for farm work. 
And it

tric current to make plants grow.

FARM WORK BY ELECTRICITY. 


M oJcrn Appllnnco* F o r V»o In Ajtrlcul- 
tur« ■>VllU Elcctrlo row er, 
Electricity has at last been applied 
successfully to agriculture. 
Already, 
on farms in southern France, horses 
are ropl fed by motors. Tho farmers 
of the province of Aisno have discard­ 
ed their horses and arc threshing their 
grain, grinding their Hour, cutting 
roots and pumping water by electric­ 
ity. The owners of large farms have 
their own motors. 
Tho smaller pro­ 
prietors club together to buy a motor, 
which Is moved from farm to farm as 
each farmer needs it. 
Tho power to run the motors Is ap­ 
plied irom a central station, over high- 
tension lines, to sixteen sub-stations, 
which distribute it at tho proper pres­ 
sure to tho adjacent farms. 
Other experiments have been made 
lu Germany. Tho results show that it 
is cheapcr for a small farmer to pay 
his share of the cost of a motor, which 
lie may use Avheu he wishes, than to 
keep a horso for farm work. 
And it 
has been found cheaper for tho larger 
to own motors, which do his work 
quickly and with little care, than to 
mnlntatn a large stable i-ontlnuously. 
An oven more remarkable applica­ 
tion of electricity Is the use of an elec­ 
tric current to niaUo plants grow. Ex­ 
periments have been ciirried on at the 
Hatch Experiment Station, Amherst, 
Mass., which sliow that electricity has 
very marked effects on tlie growth of 
both seeds and plants. 
Seeds of sev­ 
eral kinds of vegetables were planted 
in Insulated boxes, where they were 
subjected to electrical 
currents of 
various kinds and intensities. The re­ 
sult showed that an aiternaling cur­ 
rent of rather low inten"sily was tho 
most effective stimulant, increasing 
the growth in .some cases as much as 
thirty-seveii per cent.—World’s Work.

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City Threatened With Soit. 


The possibility of the City of York be 
ing sued for damages, as a result of a too 
hasty release of a small-pox patient from 
the municipal hospital in York has ore 
atcd ctmsiderable excitcmeut among the 
health authorities, Fa3^3 Saturday's York 
Press. It is said that a girl by the uamo 
of Cassatt, who was confined to the hos- 
pital in York suiTering from small-pox, 
was allowed to go to her home in Adams 
county before she was clear of ihe «mall- 
pox germs, that arriving at the home of 
her parents she has been instrumental in 
the outbreak of the disease in Cumber- 
land township, near Gettysburg, and now 
the State medical authorities, have been 
compelled to put the entire Cassatt fam- 
ily under quarantine, as there arc al- 
ready six cases of developed small-pox 
in it. 
It is said that the Adams county 
oflicials are preparing to bring a damage 
suit againfit York for releasing the girl 
before she was in a fit condition. 


Cumbcrlaud township, Avhere the fam- 
ily resides, is compelled to pay the ex- 
pensejj of the quarantine 
It is announc- 
ed that the school directors of the town- 
ship will bring suit against the York 
health ofllcers to recover damages result- 
ing from their alleged too hasty release 
of Miss Cassatt.

Sometimes she car- 
Tied coalq to London and brout^ht back 
bono manure, which, of course, smelt 
liorribly; or It might bo a "clean" cargo 
of grain or machinery. I didn't api)rc- 
clatc very lengthy partings from luy 
husband, so occasionally, Avhcn there 
Avas nothing disasroeable about 
the 
cargo, he "would take mo with him on 
n summer trip for four or Ave days at 
a time, and I soon got to be a iirst- 
rato 
sailor, 
and 
enjoyed 
the 
little 
crulscs immensely. 


At the time of this story I had gone 
on board the Two Brothers for one of 
•these little trips. 
Wo sailed from Hull 
1o Newcastle, In order to ship a cargo 
of fire-bricks and coke to carry to Lon- 
don, where, so far as 1 was concerned, 
the voyage would end, for I was to 
stay a few days there Avith some cous- 
ins, and then go homo by train. 


Wo set sail from Newcastle 
one 
raorning Avith a strong Avind blowing 
and a rough sea, but as it Avas still 
early in September, and Ave had been 
having 
splendid 
Aveather 
for 
some 
lime, Ave expected at the most-nothing 
worse than u lytle delay. 
But what- 
CTer the cause may haA'o been—and l*ni 
Jiot clever enough about such matters 
to be able to explain that—our little 
vessel Avas fated to encounter one of 
the severest gales knoAvn on that coast 
lor many years. 


Long before noon we were in the 
midst of it. 
The Avaves dashed right 
oA'er 
the 
schooner, 
and 
the 
Avind 
shrieked and howled around us like a 
deA'Ouring monster. 
Of course, all sail 
was furled, and I had to stay doAvn in 
our tiny cabin, Avhere I sat shivering 
with the sudden intense cold and Avith 
fear of the dreadful storm. 


Occasionally 
Jack, 
my 
husband, 
would como to cheer me up AVith a feAA" 
encouraging Avords. 
He Avas alAA^ays 
one to look at the bright side of things, 
and he said if only he could keep Avell 
out to sea, away h-om thp cruel York- 
shire coast, ho believed the Two Broth- 
ers Avould yet weather the storm. 


"If only you were safe at home, dar- 
ling," he said, more than 
once, 
should have nothing to trouble about." 
And all that day and tlu^ough the ter- 
rible night that followed I believe the 
brave felloAv's one thought 
Avas for 
me; he Avould have felt little or no 
anxiety on his own account. 


All at once, as I sat listening down 
beloAv, there w a s 
a 
sharp 
rending, 
crashing sound, and the vessel heeled 
over until the floor of the cabin Avas 
like the side of a mountain, and I made 
sure Ave Avere going straight to the bot- 
tom. 
I held on to my seat as A V O U as 
I could, but I w a s terribly frightened— 
too frightened OA^en to scream. 


After a short time the vessel gradu- 
ally righted herself, and presently I 
heard my husband's A^oice, and knew 
that he Avas coming down to find out 
what eCfect the crash had had on my 
«erves. 
At the first glance I saAV by 
h\H grave expression that something 
serious Avas the matter, and braced 
ni3'self to hear bad neAVS. 


"What is It, Jack?" I asked. 
"Please 
tell me at once." 


"The mast's overboard," he replied, 
speaking rapidly, as if every moment 
Avere precious, 
"but 
that's 
not 
the 
worst trouble. 
She's sprung a leak 
with the straining of the storm, and 
fur the last hour we've been hoping 
the sea Avould quiet down enough to 
let us launch the boat, but, of course, 
•jn such a sea as this Ave couldn't ki-ep 
«float two minutes. 
Now, don't be 
frightened, dear. There's a big schoon- 
er close to us, and Ave're trying to get 
jjear enough to heave you aboard as 
wo pass. 
You must come just as you 
are; there's no time to think about any- 
thing else." 


While he was speaking he was all 
the time gently draAVing me up to the 
deck. 
Once there, the 
roar of AVind 
and sea Avas so great that I kneAV It 
was no use my attempting to talk or 
ask questions. 
Besides, I didn't Avant 
to add to his troubles at such a time 
by 
my 
fears 
and 
protestations. 
I 
liad not hat or Avrap or shawl of any 
description, and I had to stand shiver- 
ing and terrilied by the sight of the 
mountainous waves and the hoAvllng 
©f the gale. 


We Avere sailing short lianded, with 
only two men on board besides my hus- 
Lajid. 
TJie first hand, or mate, Tom 
Hudson, stood ready to help in lifting 
or throwing me pn to the strange ship 
QS she passed us. The second hand, a 
young fellow called Will Oledhlll, Avas 
nt the helm, and, as even I could plain- 
Jy see, Avore an unmistakable look of 
fuar on his anxious face. 


But I Iiadn't much chance to notice 
»nything, for by this time the big 
schooner was not more than a dozen 
yards away. 
My husband was holding 
of 
arois lu t firm grip, while 


Hudson took Iho other^ and told me to 
si)rlng forward Avith all 
my 
might 
when they gave the Avord, trusting to 
them and the sailors on the schooner 
to do the rest. 


Half a dozen men on the other ves- 
sel Avere leaning far over her side, their 
arms forming a sort of cradle to catch 
me. 
They had understood my hus- 
band's signals, and Avith ready kind- 
ness, unable to help us in any other 
wa3% had 
steered 
thus 
dangerously 
near in the attempt to rescue a Avoman 
In danger. 


My knees trembled under me, but I 
tried to nerve myself to the thought of 
that dreadful spring, though it seemed 
to mo the schooner AA'onld never get 
close enough to keep me from falling 
into the boiling AA^aves. 


In one Avay I Avas right. Just as she 
SAvirled past Hudson looked sharply 
at my husband, who as quickly shook 
his liead, muttering, "Not near enough 
by a yard," and let go my arm Avltli a 
despairing gesture. 
Before I had time 
to realize the sudden revulsion of feel- 
ing, our attention Avas draAvn by a 
shout from the group of sailors, and 


Ave saAv Gledhill, as the big schooner 
passed him, make a flying leap tOAvard 
her. 
With the help of strong arms 
outstretched Avith a sailor's prompti- 
tude he was landed safely on her declc. 
It Avas a magnificent jump, one that I 
thinic only the madness of panic could 
have made, 
for Avhen the 
schooner 
passed our stern she AA'as considerably 
farther oIT than Avhen she passed us 
standing in the bows. 


"CoAA'ard!" 
shouted 
my 
husband, 
shaking his fist at the fast-disappear- 
ing vessel, and Hudson used stronger 
AA'ords still, though I couldn't myself 
blame the lad overmuch for trying to 
save his life Avhen he believed nothing 
but swift death awaited all those on 
board our sinking ship. 


I told .Tack so, and. putting my arms 
around his neck, told him how truly 
glad I Avas, even in that moment of 
despair, to stay AA'ith him instead of 
being unAvillingly 
forced on to 
the 
strange ship, leaving him to face death 
alone. 
It AA'as only for his sake, I said, 
that I had consented to go. 
He bright- 
ened up a little after that, though he 
couldn't long allow himself to forget 
the peril he had brought me into. 


By this time the^Avaves Avere Avash- 
ing continuously over the deck, and the 
little 
schooner 
w a s 
plainly 
settling 
rapidly. 
It was impossible to launch 
our one small boat, but my husband 
and Hudson dragged it to the middle 
of the deck and made me get in and 
sit in the stern, Avhile Hudson sat in 
the bOAV and Jack occupied the middle 
seat. 
In a calm sea it AA'Ould easily 
have accommodated four or five peo- 
ple, but in such a tempest even one 
less Avas a mercy, though Ave scarcely 
thought of that until afterAvard. 


One of the strangest things to me 
was the AA'ay in AVhich the big schooner 
had completely disappeared within a 
few minutes of passing us—just as if 
she had been SAvalloAved up in the 
Avaves. I felt sure she must iiave gone 
down, and, indeed. Jack and Hudson 
Avere inclined to the same 
opinion, 
though, as Ave afterward discovered. 
Aye AA'ere mistaken. 


I shall never forget the horror of sit- 
ting in that little boat Avaiting for the 
Two Brothers to go dOAvn beneath us. 


As I sat there X praj-ed silently that 
the Avind and Avaves might go down 
and enable us to keep afioat on that 
rough, tumbling sea. 


The mate and my husband had each 
a pair of oars, and at last, when oiu* 
tiny craft was Avell afloat above the 
submerged dock, Jack gave the AVord, 
and Ave literally rowed off the sinking 
vessel 
as she Avent doAvn into 
the 
depths of the ocean. 
In a few minutes 
more the last trace of ner had van- 
ished, and AVO Avere alone in our frail 
boat on that Avide, stormy sea. 


I shuddered involuntarily and hid my 
face in my hands. 
It ail looked so 
much more terrifying to me now Ave 
Avere so close to the Avaves, and at first 
I expected that 
very roller that bore 
down upon us Avould overwhelm us. 


"Heart up, little AVoman!" said Jack, 
speaking more cheerfully noAV Ave Avere 
fairly afioat and there Avas something 
he could do. 
"The sea's gone doAvn 
Avonderfully in the last quarter of an 
hour, and I think Ave can easily keep 
tills cockleshell moving if you'll help 
by bailing her out Avith Uiii» tin pail." 


It Avas a fact, as lie said, that the 
Avaves had gone down 
considerably, 
and the gale showed distinct signs of 
abating. 
When Ave first got into the 
boat, in spite of all I could say, Jack 
insisted on taking off his coat and 
making me put it on over jny thin 
dross. 
He now set me to Avork i^aiiiig 
out Avith a small tin pail the Avater that 
Avashed over the sides. 
I Avas glad 
enough, you may be sure, of something 
to do, and after a Avhile tjie exercise 
put some degree of AA-armth into my 
frozen limbs. Jack said that his Avork 
at the oars kept him Avarm, but, of 
course, all of us Nvere soaked to the 
skin, for we Avere without the least 
shelter from the heaA'y spray that con- 
tinually broke over us. 
Sometime» it 
wa$ all the two men could do to keep 
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tiiongh Hie tumult Avas much IPSR than 
before, Ave A V C R E still iii danger of in- 
stant destruction if slie onco got broad- 
side on or a Avave broke over the gun- 
AA'ale. 
IIoAvovor, they toiled on brave- 
ly, and occasionally one of tliem took 
a sliort spell of rest, Avhilo all of us 
kept a constant lookout for a A'cssel 
each time Ave rose to the summit of a 
big Avave. 


This Avont on for several long, anx- 
ious hours, and my arms and Imctv -o 
ached Avilh stooping that 1 could hard- 
ly go on baling, and even the stern, 
Avhite, faces of the two men began to 
show signs of exhaustion. 


If only I could Jiave given them a 
drink or a morsel of food! 
But there 
AA'e Avere in our little boat, absolutely 
Avithout food or drink of any descrip- 
tion, and Avhat Ave suffered from thirst 
I think only those Avbo haA^e felt the 
same can understand. 
It Avasn't hun- 
ger so much; I felt as if food Avould 
have choked m<s though, of course, I 
liad tasted nothing since our 
early 
breakfast. 
It Avas the awful thirst 
brought on by excitement and nerA'ous 
exhaustion, and Hudson 
said aftei*- 
Avard ho believed he should have gone 
mad if it had lasted much longer. 


The afternoon had passed and it was 
beginning to grow dusk, but we still 
kept on baling and roAVing mechan- 
ically, until suddenly my husband gaA'e 
a loAV moan and dropped forward into 
the bottom of the boat in a dead faint. 


I Avas on iny knees beside him in a 
moment, trying to lift his head as 
much as possible out of the Avater and 
to bring him back to consciousness by 
rubliing his stiff, frozen hands. 
But I 
could make no impression, and, fearing 
he Avas dead or dying, I clung to him 
Avildly and implored the mate to tell 
me Avhat I sho^ild do. 


"Do, mum?" said Hadson. 
"If yer 
don't w a n t us all to be drowned you 
must take to that there baling again, 
an' pretty quick, too! 
The captain '11 
soon come round all right if yer leave 
him to hisseif." 
The man's manner 
Avas rough, but ho showed that he 
meant Avell, for he managed Avith some 
difliculty to slip olf Ills O A A ' U coat, which 
he gruflly bade me put around my hus- 
band. 
I could do nothinr; else for him 
in 
our 
helpless 
condition, 
and, 
of 
course, it Avoukl be Avorse than useless 
to neglect the onlj'' moans of saving 
the lives of any of us. 


So AVith aching heart I seized my pail 
again and tried to lessen the amount 
of Avater that had rapiily come in over 
the sides of the boat. 
To our dismay 
the AA'ind had s'aifted slightly, and the 
sea Avas grOAAing more and more tem- 
pestuous. 


The next half hour was one of hor- 
ror, and the agony of aching mustdes 
and exhausted strength. 
I toiled on 


Avith mind and t)ody numb A\''ith mis- 
ery, and fearing every moment that 
the poor mate Avould collapse like my 
husband. 
One cause for thankfulness 
Avas that Jack had opened his eyes and 
Avas able to regain his seat, but one of 
his oars iiad gone overboard, and Hud- 
son Avould not hear of 
relinquishing 
his and taking a spell of rest. 


In spite of all our efforts the waA'es 
that broke over the boat left more 
Avater behind than either Jack or I 
could bale out, and in almost apathetic 
despair I Avatched it gradually rise, un- 
til Ave all felt that hope was over and 
the e^id very near. 


Just at this terrible moment, through 
the darkening night, a black shadow 
suddenly rose before us, and AVC saAV 
a vessel so close that at first it seemed 
as if 
she AA'ould inevitably 
run 
us 
doAvn. 
Wo all shouted at the top of 
our voices, and to our joy Ave Avere 
heard. 
A rope Avas fiung to us and 
Avas cleA'erly caught ajid made fast by 
my husband, and in a short time the^' 
had drawn us up to the side of the A^C?- 
sel, though our little boat AA-as already 
half swamped and Ave A v e r e in great 
danger of being droAvned before they 
could get us on board. Once safely on 
deck, our boat Avas cut adrift, and in 
a few minutes we saAV it fill 
Avith 
Avater and sink like the Two Brothers 
beneath the surface. 


For the second time that day we had 
been rescued from a Avatery grave, and 
it Avas Avith very mingled feelings that 
Ave looked about us to see Avhat our 
neAV shelter Avas like. 


We were almost too stupefied with 
cold and fatigue to care much Avhen 
Ave learned that luck Avas still against 
us, and that Ave bad practically jumped 
from the frying pan into the fire, We 
had been picked up by Captain Nay- 
ior, of the small collier brig Susannah, 
Avhich had been blown out of 
her 
course by the storm and had sprung a 
leak. She Avas a stout-built vessel, but 
Avas now very old and Aveather beaten; 
still her c: 
"'n hoped to be able to 
make Yarmoutli Harbor before she 
foundered. 


Hudson and my husband Insisted on 
turning to AVith the men m their work 
at the pumps, for the crew of the brig 
needed all the help they could possibly 
get 


As for myself, I went below to the 
little cabin, where the rising AA'ater 


Avas already a foot deep, and sat down 
AVith my feet on a chair to keep tiiem 
out of the Avet. 
Jack and one of the 
sailors did the best they could for me. 
I took off Jack's coat and the soaked 
bodice of my dress, and they fastened 
them up on one of the yards to dry In 
the wind, and covered my shoulders 
with a coarse blanket. 
1 dared not at- 
tempt to take oflC my Ijoots, Cor 1 knew 


if I did I should novor get them on 
.ngain, so I had to boar the di.^comfort 
of my ]ioor, aching, sAvolleii feet a j 
AA'ell as I could. 


I Avas so worn oui that even in that 
conRtrainod 
position, 
sllii 
oppressed 
AviUi anxiety as to our ultimate fate, I 
managed to doze off for a few min- 
utes every noAV and then, to aAvake 
shivering Avith the cold. 
By the liiiht 
of a greasy oil lamp I could see tliat 
the Avater in the cabin Avas still rising, 
but A'ery slowly, so that there AA*as a 
chance, Avith luck, of the poor old Su* 
sannah reachln:; Yarmouth. 


At last, after Avhat seemed to me like 
a dozen ordinary nights rolled into OUQ, 
my husband returned with my liodice, 
which I put on Avith difiicnlty, for, of 
course,'it had dried as stiff as leather. 
Ho had resumed his coat, but looked 
almost as dirty and disheveled as the 
creAA'" of the collier. 
Ho told me the 
men were almost at the last gasp with 
fatigue, having had to AAWIc the pumps 
all night without rest, but the captain 
kept them going, and was determined 
to hold on if possible,! as he bad only 
one leaky boat, too small in any case 
to carry us all. .Tack said that Captain 
Nay lor AA'orked with the men himself, 
and forced them to respect him by his 
pluck and endurance. 
Dawn Avas just 
breaking as Jack helped me on deck, 
for I could hardly AA'-alk, I was so stiff 
and tired. 
I had my blanket folded 
for AA'armth over my dress, and Jack 
found a sheltered corner Avhere AA^e par- 
took of another "meal" of biscuit and 
AA-ater. 


In the daAvning 
light 
everybody 
showed to the Avorst i)ossible advan- 
tage. 
A more 
haggard, 
unkempt, 
grimy set of men I never saAA% and I 
iiave no doubt my own looks Avere a 
good match for theirs. 
1 hadn't eA'eu 
a hat to cover the wet Avisps of hair 
that clung round my face 
and 
fell 
doAvn my back, and all attempts to 
fasten them up ended in failure ow- 
ing to the fact that most of my hair- 
pins had fallen out during my exer- 
tions in the small boat. 


However, this was all forgotten in 
the sigh of thankfulness and relief 
that rose from every breast when the 
cry Avent up that Yarmouth w\is in 
sight, and A\-e knew that Ave might 
soon set foot on land onco more. 


It Avas even yet doubtful if the wa- 
ter-logged A^essel could reach the har- 
bor in safety. 
A steam tug present- 
ly signalled to know if she 
should 
come to our assistance, but Captain 
Naylor doggedly refused. He said that 
after all his efforts to take the brig in 
he wasn't going to Avaste money on a 
steam tug. 
In spite of our iiatural 
anxiety, Ave couldn't but admire the 
man's determination, though I confess 
I didn't feel so much admiration my- 
self until Ave Avere safely ashore. 


Well, at last—it seemed a lifetime of 
waiting—"at last" came; Ave sti-uggled 
into Yarmouth 
Harbor, 
and 
Jack 
helped, almost carried, me on to the 
quay. 
A fine sight I was for the feAV 
onlookers, but fortunately ut that ear- 
ly 
hour—between C and 
6.30—there 
Avas hardly 
anybody 
about. 
Jack 
soon had me in a cab, and Ave Avere 
driven straight to the Sailors' Home. 


There Ave were treated Avith the ut- 
most kindness. 
' After 
a 
delicious 
breakfast of steaming hot coffee, rolls, 
and fish I Avas assisted by the matron 
into a warm bed, and wasn't long in 
falling into a sound sleep. 
Later in 
the day some decent clothing was lent 
me, so that I could go out 
and 
buy 
some new things, and my husband, 
though not so badly off as I aa'US, re- 
ceived help of the same kind. 


We went home by train to Hull the 
next day, and Jack duly reported the 
loss of the Two Brothers. 
Fortunate- 
ly for us, his own share in the loss Avas 
entirely 
covered by insurance. 
He 
was soon able to get another berth as 
captain, and Hudson once more sailed 
Avith him as mate. 
As for me, after 
a fcAV days' rest I felt no ill effects 
from my adventurous voyage. 


I must tell you that the Susannah 
was repaired and again Avent to sea, 
but she foundered in Yarmouth Roads 
in the follOAVlng spring. 
Captain Nay- 
lor Avas not on board her Avhen she 
went down, and Ave heard he had Avon 
both respect and profit l)y his brave 
handling of her during that famous 
September gale. 


Many months afterward, one day in 
the street, I suddenly came face to 
face AVith Gledhill. We stared at each 
other as if Ave had seen a ghost, for 
each had thought the other at the bot- 
tom of the sea, It turned out that the 
schooner into 
which 
Gledhill 
had 
jumped was bloAvn out to sea in the 
storm, and finally ran ashore on the 
coast of Norway at a barren, desolate 
spot far from any town. 
From there 
Gledhill had tramped with most of the 
shipwrecked crew, until at length they 
reached 
Christianla, 
Gledhill 
was 
there befriended by the Seamen's Mis- 
sion, and after some time Avas able to 
work his passage to Hull. 


So ends my true story of the sea. 
I 
think you Avill admit that my one Jong 
day and night of danger and ship- 
wreck was enough to satisfy any rea- 
sonable woman's thirst for perilous 
adventure.—The 
Wide World 
Maga- 
zine.

Prof. J. W. Richards, of Lehigh Uni- 
A-ersity, points out that although cal- 
cium is the next metal to iron in nat- 
ural abundance, chemists and metal- 
lurgists are only just beginning to ap- 
proviate its possibilities. 
The 
ore 
costs but a few cents a ton for quar- 
rying, since it occurs In inexhaustible 
quantity, as pure calcium carbonate in 
limestone, chalk and marble, and the 
production of the metal is the special 
task of the electro-chemist. 
At tem- 
peratures above red heat calcium is the 
strongest metallic base, 
and 
Prof. 
Richards believes that by its use many 
problems may find their solution, such 
as the complete dcoxidation of melted 
metals and the reduction of rare ele- 
ments. 
The metal calcium may also, 
as aluminum has done, find many uses 
in the arts. 


Recent 
adA'ances in 
the. price 
ot\ 
shellac, due partly to its use in elec- \ 
trical Avorks and in making grama- 
\ 
phone records, iiave led :o the collec- 
\ 
tion of facts about its production. Lac 
is an Incrustation on the branches of 
certain trees in India caused by in- 
sects. 
It is round throughout India, 
but is most abundant in the Central 
Provinces, Bengal And Assam. 
It is 
collected by natives, Avho break off the 
incrusted 
branches. 
The 
gatherers 
and local dealers sell it in the form of 
•*stick 
lac" to mcvnufacturers, 
who 
turn it into shellac, or ''button lac," of 
commerce. 
Nearly the Avhole of the 
shipment takes place from Calcutta, 
and the chief markets are the United 
States and Great Britain. 
In India 
lac is made into bracelets, rings, beads 
and other ornaments. 


A curious motor, not likely to be put 
to practical use, has been devised by 
M. Leboyer, a Frcnch 
experimenter. 
After careful search he has discovered 
a stone, called the domite 
of 
Au- 
vergne, in Avhich water rises by ca- 
pillary attraction to a height of four 
inches. 
Placing tAA^o square 
sheets 
of this stone vertically in a basin of 
Avater, he suspends from them pieces 
of saltpetre soaked fungus, and be- 
neath this puts a little Avhee! with 
blotting paper paddles. 
As the Avater 
passes from the stone to the fungus, 
the latter Avets the blotting paper on 
one side of the Avheel, causing that side 
to fall. Evaporation then lightens the 
lower part of the .vhi-el while another 
portion is made heavy by wetting, ro- 
tation being thus set up, vhe rate vary- 
Ing AA^th the state cf the atmosphere.

Harbor before she 
foundered.

Many months afterward, one day In 
the street, I suddenly came face to 
face A v ith Gledhiil, W'e stared at each 
other as if Ave had seen a ghost, for 
each had thought the otlier at the bot­ 
tom of the sea, It turned out that the 
schooner into 
which 
Gledhiil 
had 
jumped was blown out to sea in the 
storm, and finally ran ashore on the 
coast of Norway at a barren, desolate 
spot far from any town. From there 
Gledhiil had tramped with most of the 
shipwrecked crew, until at length they 
reached 
Christiania, 
Gledhiil 
Avas 
there befriended by the Seamen’s Mis­ 
sion, and after some time Avas able to 
w^ork his passage to Hull. 
So ends my true story of the sea. I 
think you Avill admit that my one Jong 
day and night of danger and ship­ 
wreck was enough to satisfy any rea­ 
sonable w^oman’s thirst for perilous 
adventure.-r-The Wide World Maga­ 
zine.

costs but a few cents a ton for quar­ 
rying, since it occurs in inexhaustible 
quantity, as pure calcium carbonate in 
limestone, chalk and marble, and the 
production of the metal is the special 
task of the electro-chemist. 
At tem­ 
peratures above red heat calcium is the 
strongest metallic base, 
and 
Prof. 
Richards believes that by Its use many 
problems may find their solution, such 
as the complete deoxidation of melted 
metals and the reduction of rare ele­ 
ments. 
The metal calcium may also, 
as aluminum has done, find many uses 
in the arts. '

Recent advances in the. price or\ 
shellac, due partly to its use in elec- \ 
trical AA^'orks and in making grama- \ 
phone records, havo led to the collec- 
\ 
tion of facts about its production. Lac 
is an incrustation on the branches of 
certain trees in India caused hy in­ 
sects. 
It is round throughout India, 
but is most abundant in the Central 
Provinces, Bengal /.nd Assam. 
It is 
collected by natives, A vho break off tho 
incrustcd branches. 
The gatherers 
and local dealers sell it in the form of 
“stick 
lac” to mr.nufacturers, 
who 
turn it into shellac, or “button lac," of 
commerce. 
Nearly the Avhole of tho 
shipment takes place from Calcutta, 
and the chief marks^ts arc the United 
States and Great Britain.

THE TAPER SERPEXT. 


The animated serpent is one of the 
best of heat illusions, being a great 
deal more eil'ective than many more 
elaborate. 
The

be tíreles« and automatic, for though 
It has no visible means of motion, yet 
it keeps whirling for hours without a 
stop— that is if you wish to burn that 
much gas or consume a few pounds of 
candles. 


The serpent is 'made by drawing a 
spiral like Fig. 1 upon a piece of stiff 
bristol board. 
Cut the spiral out with 
a sharp penknife so that when you 
take hold of the 
terminal 
portion 
which represents a tail you get a spir- 
al of paper Avith its lower end in the 
form of a serpent's head. 
Stick a pin 
through the end of the tail and hold 
the serpent over a light candle or gas 
jet, sulliciently high, so that there is 
no fear of the serpent's burning up, 
but also low enough for it to be influ- 
enced by the d.raught which ascends 
from the flame. 


The pin may be stuck in a wooden 
support over the flame and then the 
serpent will keep ever on the move. 


But what makes it go? 
The'flame of the candle or gas jet is 
in constant need of air to keep it burn- 
ing. The air circles around the llame 
on all sides. One portion of it (oxy- 
gen) js instantly taken into the flame 
and the rest of it (nitrogen) ascenda 
in the direction of the arrows (Fig. 2), 
mingling with the heated air (carbon- 
ic acid, etc.), which issues from the end 
of the flame, Kow you probably know 
that hot air is lighter than cold air. so 
that is the reason it rises in an attempt 
to find its own Jevel, just as a cork 
floats to the water's surface from the 
bottoni, 


A 
stream of air, therefore, 
plays 
against the paper serpent and striking 
its slanting sides, gives it the twist 
which sets it whirling around, and,

it a push now and again, and then 
started gently up the drift, but not the 
way the calf had gone in following 
the herd. 
She carefully chose an eas­ 
ier and less steep way. 
When she had got it across the drift 
Ehe ran a few steps, forward, not very 
fast, but too quickly at any rate for 
the calf to follow her. Then she turned 
back and pushed it from behind with 
her muzzle, so that it ■went a little 
faster. Again she ran a few yards for- 
>vard, but still the poor little thing 
could not keep up with her, and she 
returned to her old pushing methods. 
So they went on all the way up until 
they reached the herd. Then she took 
her place in it, the calf crept under 
her, and A\'as entirely 
Jiidden 
from 
sight by her long hair.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion. 


THE BALTIMORE ORIOLE. 
Of all the feathered songsters which 
are inhabitants of this country, but 
( few surpass the Baltimore oriole (Icter­ 
us galbula) for richness 'of plumage 
and melodiousness of song, the latter 
consisting of from four to ten full, 
loud and mellow notes. 
The Balti­ 
more bird, or Baltimore oriole, as it 
is called from its resemblance to the 
European oriole, is peculiar to this 
continent, being found from Canada 
to Brazil. 
It is the most beautiful of 
our summer visitors, the plumage be- 
inif very brilliant, particularly so in 
the male, which has its head, neck, 
fore part of back aud the tail glossy 
black; its quills, excepting the first, 
are margined with white; the whole 
under part of the wini: coverts and 
posterior part o t 
ia a bappj com- 


bination of bright orange and vormil- 
lion; the breast, under part of neck 
and the end of the tail fcatliors are 
tipped with du:. •»mnge. 
its bill and 
feet are a bright blue color. The above 
plumage is when the bird 
is 
throe 
years old, before which time it is 
mixed with olive brown. 
The female 
oriole is, as in the case of most birds, 
less beautiful than the male, though 
it still presents a very charming ap­ 
pearance, being brownish black mixed 
with dull yellow^ on the neck and fore 
part of back, while on the hind part 
of back it is covered with brownish 
yellow, brightest on the 
nnp. 
The 
Baltimore oriole builds a very curious, 
ingenious and wonderfully interesting 
nest, it being a pendulous cylindrical 
purse shaped pouch of six or seven 
inches in depth, and suspended from 
the end of a lofty branch. 
This re­ 
markable structure is generally made 
of long grass, although other material, 
such as horsehair and thread, is some­ 
times used, and is woven with great 
nicety. 
The bottom of the nest is 
lined with some soft material, such as 
thistle blows and the like. 
The eggs 
of this marvelously beautiful songster 
are from live to six in number, about 
an inch long, pale brown in color and 
spotted and lined with dark brown, 
making a very handsome egg. 
The 
orchard oriole., which arrives in May, 
Is 
nearly the some in plumage 
and 
general appearance. 
It lays five eggs, 
of a whitish-pink, dotted nt the end 
with purple spots.—Lyman J. Pendell, 
in Amateur Naturalist.

THE PAPER SERPENT. 
The animated serpent is one of the 
best of heat illusions, being a great 
deal more eil'ective than many more 
elaborate. 
The serpent appears to 


be tireless and automatic, for thougli 
it has no visible means of motion, yet 
it keeps whirling for hours without a 
stop— that is if you wish to burn that 
much gas or consume a few pounds of 
candles. 
The serpent Is 'made by drawing a 
spiral like Fig. 1 upon a piece of stiff 
bristol board. 
Cut the spiral out "with 
a sharp penknife so that when you 
take hold of the 
terminal 
portion 
which represents a tail you get a spir­ 
al of paper with its lower end in the 
form of a serpent’s head. 
Stick a pin 
through the end of the tail and hold 
the serpent over a light candle or gas 
jet, suUiciently high, so that there is 
no fear of the serpent’s burning up, 
but also low enough for it to be Influ­ 
enced by the d.raught which ascends 
from the iiame. 
The pin may be stuck in a wooden 
support over the flame and then the 
serpent will keep ever on the move. 
But what makes it go? 
The'flame of the candle or gas .let Is 
In constant need of air to keep it burn* 
Ing. The air circles around the ilamo 
on all sides. One portion of it (oxy­ 
gen) is instantly taken into the flame 
and the rest of it (nitrogen) ascends 
in the direction of the arrow^s (Fig. 2), 
mingling with the heated air (carbon­ 
ic acid, etc.), which issues from the end 
of the flame. Now you probably know 
that hot air is lighter than cold air. so 
that Is the reason it rises in an attempt 
to find its own level, just as a cork 
floats to the water’s surface from the 
bottom. 
A 
stream of air, therefore, 
plays 
against the paper serpent and striking 
its slanting sides, gives it the twist 
which sets it whirling around, and, 
also ,puzzles the onlookers who will 
always 
be mystified concerning the 
source of its hidden power until you 
seeifit to^explain.—New York Evening

except

Franco, 
which for sonic purposes still clings 
to “Paris time.” 
Only 
Italy has 
gone so far as to print the afternoon 
hours upon its railway time tables 
is “13 o’clock,” and so on up to “24 
o’clock” at midnight.
